2. In March of 2001 , 1 was a lecturer at the SDE First Grade Teacher Convention in 
Illinois. During a session break Ms. Dawn Marie Schwarzkopf approached me privately to seek-my 
advice. She explained to me the frustration that her students experience when they first begin using a 
standard computer keyboard that includes only the upper case letters. As she explained, and as I am 
well aware, many of these early learners have not yet mastered the association between the upper and 
lower case letters. As such, Ms. Schwarzkopf explained that many of her students are unable to even 
log in to the computer because they cannot find the letters of their name on the standard keyboard. 
Ms. Schwarzkopf then explained that she thought this problem could be resolved by providing a 
keyboard cover that would allow the students to see both the upper and lower case letters on each key 
In this way, Ms. Schwarzkopf explained that the students would more easily find the appropriate key 
to enter the desired information, and would be aided in their learning of the association between the 
upper and lower case letters.

Ms. Schwarzkopf that I had never seen such as product as she described and indicated that I thougfifit
